BIGELOW’S LOOT 
‘IN THE MILLIONS? 


Property Signed Over for Benefit 
of Creditors; Goll Not Yet 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 26.—[Spectfal.}— 
Indications tonight are that the defaication 
of Frank G. Bigelow will involve a much 
larger figure than the $1,200,000 which he 
stole from the First National bank. Evi- 
dence is coming to light that a number of 
trust funds and estates which he had in 
charge have been looted, and it is now be- 
lieved that people who trusted the financier 
have lost between $2,000,000 and $3,000.000. 

Bigelow is known to have exhausted every 
dollar of credit he had in the world before 
he began his loot of the bank surplus, and 
during the next few weeks a large amount 


turn up. 

Up to tonight two estates for which Bige- 
low was trustee are being investigated. One 
is that of the late Henry C. Payne. 
ter general, and the other that of the late 
John C. Brodhead, Each estate is valued 
at $1,000,000. Bigelow already has admitted 
that he is short in the Brodhead estate. 
This is believed to be merely the 
of a long list that are yet to follow. 


Brodhead Will Investigate. 

John C. Brodhead of Kingston, N. Y., ar- 
rived in’ Milwaukee tonight and said that an 
immediate investigation of his father’s es- 
tate would be commenced. Another trustee 
of the estate was Miss Julia L. Chaffee, but 
she had trusted entirely the affairs of the 
estate to Bigelow and knows nothing of

athontion from Mayor Dunne. A letter was 
written to the Chicago City railway company 
‘yesterday declaring that the transportation 
‘companies under the city ordinances. are 
obliged to givé sufficient accommodations for 
passengers and asking for a conference be- 
tween the city and traction representatives 
to improve the conditions. 

The mayor has: been aroused by a large 
number of complaints which have come to 
him daily from all parts of the city about the 
crowded conditions of the street cars. An 
inspection made by investigators of the cor- 
poration counsel's office on Indiana avenus, 
Cottage Grove avenue, and Archer avenue, 
shows that these cars are crowded in ex- 
cess of their seating capacity from 10 to 150 
per cent.
